Rivers was Governor, and 
which the late Eugene Talmadge let remain sus- 
pended in midair, refusing to contract to pave 
the road for the use of the new bridges. 

Yes, we had to get a man in the Governor's 
office besides a Talmadge to get the road com 
pleted. 

“Humman” may not build or finish the Turtle 
River Bridge, but thank God that we are not 
always going to have a Talmadge in the Gov- 
ernor’s office. 

And at that we look for the Federal Govern- 
ment to make “Humman” live up to the State's 

ntract and finish the bridge, which is on a

Another example of the “foolishness” of 
“Hummar’ is the unfinished bridge over the 
Altamaha River, known as Lane's Bridge. It was 
under construction when Talmadge went into 
office and was nearly completed, and by the way 
it is one of the finest bridges in the State. but 
today it remains unfinished. It can be used 
today by using part of the old wooden bridge. 
It is an important bridge and certainly should 


be completed, and will be just as soon as we 
get rid of Talmadge. 

Governor Talmadge is playing with fire when 
he starts fooling around with the Federal Gov- 
ernment, for they do not think too much of him 
and his administration to start with.

Blueprint for Taxation 


Georgians are particularly interested in that 
phase of the report which, insiders say, will rec- 
ommend that there be no new taxes, but rather 
a streamlining, a plugging up of loopholes, and 
a general overhauling of the present tax struc- 
ture. One faction of the committee, however—in 
the minority, we are told—favors a State sales 
tax tied in with the income tax as a base for 
raising State revenue. 

The present administration is against the im- 
position of a sales tax. 

Many people who otherwise would favor a 
sales tax, as the fairést and most equitable type 
of levy, oppose it on the ground that in almost 
all cases in other States the sales tax is added 
without abandoning any of the other current 
forms of taxes. It is just added on as a catch- 
all, as a medium for raising more taxes. Thus 
it becomes, in most cases, a burden rather than 
a relief. | 

Georgia's entire tax system is desperately in 
need of revision, and we hope that some of the 
answers to the State’s tax problems will be con- 
tained in the committee’s report, and that it will 
be an instrument through which we can get rid 
of our present antiquated system which is stand- 
ing in the way of progress.

continue its routine journey aboyt the sun; traffic 
will move in the streets, children will shout and play, but for at 
least the weekend the partisans of the defeated will go about 
steeped in gloom, patronizing bars and devoting attention to the 
martinis at cocktail parties in a desperate, compulsive sort of 
fashion. 

The final great day of the football madness is upon us. Per- 
haps it is just as well the final day has come. Our citizenry can 
view the various bowl games calmly and with a certain disdain. 
Our own teams, the Techs and the Georgians, have had a rough 
time of it. Great hopes and fond expectations have been dashed. 
Their enemies smote them often with fire and sword. The mel- 
ancholy days of Autumn have been filled with moaning and with the 
piteous cries of the football wounded in Georgia. 

Yet the game today is sold out. 

Makers of football schedules would do well to consider this 
simpie, elemental fact. It is rivalry which makes for football 
crowds. 


Platoons It is interesting to note that football, at a, time when 
it is drawing the greatest crowds, is continually feel- 
ing its pulse and taking its temperature. 
It was but a few years ago that the game was spoken well of as 
a character-builder. It enabled men to learn how to take it, so 
to speak. They were expected to play out the game, enduring 
wounds and weariness with the courage of Spartans. 
Football teams which played an entire game without substitution 
or, at best, without more than two or three, were hailed as heroes. 
Now the platoon system is upon us. And, alas, there is no more 
talk of building character. At best, the platoon system produces 


. only half a man—a defensive one and, shall we say, an offensive 


one. It is said in behalf of the system that it allows more men to 
play. If I were the coaches, I would be more careful about this 
sort of claim, as the obvious retort to it is that the squads contain 
too many men if it is necessary to develop two platoons of them, 
one being skilled on defense and the other on offense, to enable 
more men to play. The answer would be that if that many boys 
want to play football, the thing to do is to create three or four 
teams and schedule games for them. 


Ho e I hope the boys go back to teaching character, but then, 
PE admittedly, I am of the old football school. But I will 
hurry to say this—almost any average good modern team could 
take one of the great teams of the old days and run it off the field. 

Football coaches have made of football a spectacle far more 
exciting and worth. witnessing than the old games. The modern 
football player has to know more and do more in one quarter 
than the oldtimers did in four. 

I also think that if we are going to continue with the present 
system, in which the college executive staffs concur, of firing the 
coach if he doesn’t produce a team which wins a reasonable num- 
ber of games, that the coaches should be paid more. “I think the 


system wrong, but it is what we have. 

Tests I also would say this to the critics: The coach has to hold 
his examinations out there before the eyes of huge crowds, 

His pupils either recite well, or flunk. If they flunk an assignment, 

it costs the team yards, maybe touchdowns. 

If too many of his pupils flunk, they fire him. 

No one does anything about the lazy prof who gets weary of 
some slow student who can’t quite grasp a math problem or who 
can’t quite do the chores in Latin or English, and who solves it by 
firing the student. 

The coach—under a system I think wrong—is himself exam- 
ined and tested as to how good a teacher he is. They ought to 
pay—as long as we keep the system—more to teachers who work 
under that system: They earn it. (But I don’t like the system.)

JERUSALEM—( AP) —After years of terror, rebellion and BONN, Germany—(P)—A bitter 
war, the City of Peace is teeming with life again. 

Although the Arab-Jewish war literally cut it into halves—

citvy—Jerusalem is flourishing 

The fact that the postwar future 
of Jerusalem as a whole has not 
’ yet been discussed by the UN Gen.

the Palestine Conciliation Comm 
sion (PCC) proposal for an inter 
national regime in Jerusalem is a 
still-born child. 

Dr. Auster is sure the UN 
confirm the present de facto 
clusion of the modern part of 
Jerusalem in the Jewish State. He 
believes the UN will recognize 
that the PCC proposal “is not only 
historically unjust and unrealistic, 
but also unworkable.” 

Once the “no internationalism” 
green light is flashed by the UN 
Mayor Auster expects the Isracl

“This might happen within the 
next few weeks,” he said.

is being cleared away. Hundreds 
of houses have been repaired and 
a number of new streets laid. New 
shops are being built where the 
Hotel Atlantic was blown up Feb. 
22, 1948, and in the now deforti- 
fied “Bevingrad” area from which 
all civic life was banned by the 
Palestine Mandatory Commission 
during the height of the anti 
British rising. 

Among public buildings planned 
are more schools, a town hall 
(‘here never was one), a congress 
hall and government offices. The 
few ministries or departments 


transferred in advance from Tel 
Aviv are mostly temporarily 
housed. 


Funds for a Jerusalem “world 
art museum” are being collected 
by a newly formed American com- 


mittee. A site for it will be chosen 
s00n. 

Several smal] factories have 
been opened recently and there 
are negotiations for the establish 
ment of more and bigger ones. 
Jewish trade unions have agreed 


to a 10 percent lower wage scale 
to retuce cost of production. 
Jerusalem is not a good place 
for heavy industry, since it has no

Was a whopping big one, you 
were fortunate because now you 
have leftovers. Mother used to 
say she hated to eat out on 
Thanksgiving, because then we 
never had leftovers. 

Leftovers! There’s a 
that can be viewed happily or 
with distaste. It’s all according 
to the way you approach it. 
They'll be good leftovers, to be 
sure, but wouldn’t you like to 
exercise your imagination and 
try new ways to use them? 


One good rule is to carefully 
wrap the turkey carcass in a 
damp cloth or waxed paper, put 
it in the refrigerator, and re- 
frain from touching it for a day 
or so.

In 
counting up a hand, preparatory 
to making an opening bid, it is 
suggested that the player hold- 
ing such a hand, add to the 
values present some indefinable 
sum in the vicinity of one-half 
a trick. As a corollary of this 
proposition it may be stated

‘MORE USEFUL CITIZENS’ 
Georgians Like Chance 
To Earn and Learn 


Georgia rapidly is putting into practice the theory that 
“education for living” is not complete without “education for 


earning a living.” 

Today Georgia ranks fourth in 
the nation in number of citizens 
enrolled in federally aided voca- 
tional training programs — pro- 
grams desigrfed to equip its en- 
rollees to earn a living. Georgia 
has risen to this position since the 
first Federal legislation for aiding 
‘ vocational training was passed in 
1917. 

Dr. M. D. Collins, State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, “is very, very 
proud of the tremendous growth 
of vocational education in Geor- 
gia.” 

“I hope to see the day,” he com- 
mented, “when every person in the 
State who can profit by such in- 
struction will have the opportunity 
to be enrolled in some phase of vo- 
cational education.” 

Dr. M. D. Mobley, director of 
this program in Georgia, said, 
“Though Georgia ranks fourth 
in enrollment, it ranks only 
fourteenth in funds expended for 
this enrollment.

In enrollment in federally aided | 
|vocational agricultural classes, | 
and fifth in funds expended for| 
these classes. It ranks fourth in 
‘home making enrollment, but sev- 
enth in funds expended for home 
making courses. 

In Georgia, there are 380 regu- 
lar departments for high school 
(FFA) and adult agricultural 
training. In addition, there are 495 
home making departments for 
high school (FHA) and adult in- 
struction. A few high schools still 
do not have these departments. | 

Dr. Mobley called attention to 
the fact that Georgia was the first | 
State (in 1930) to teach forestry) 
as a regular part of vocational 
agriculture, 

Also, Georgia was the first to 
have community canning plants, | 
school-owned and operated, to 
help rural people provide them- 
selves with food at a reasonable 
cost—and improve their diets. 
The first one was opened in 1927. 
but in the 1930’s the movement 
really got underway. 

With about 400 community can- 
ning plants in the State today, 
there is one within 10 to 15 miles! 
of every home in Georgia. These 
plants serve 50,000 to 75,000 rural 
families per year, with eight to 15. 
million cans of products put up 
each year. | 

This movement has now spread 
throughout the nation and into a 
number of foreign countries.
